TACOMA, Wash., Nov. 29.—Amid the roar 
of an immense tidal wave beating against 
the shores of Puget Sound, 600 feet of Ta- 
coma’s ocean docks plunged intoCommence- 
ment Bay at UI o’clock last night. Half a 
dozen steamers were tossed about like chips 
and two were disabled. At 1:30 a. m, the 
filled-in portion of the ocean docks was 
still settling, and the accident, under the 
threatening conditions, beginning to assume 
the form of a calamity to the city. 

H. H. Algers’ boat-house, containing him- 
self, wife and six children, was turned up- 
side down, spilling the children out of their 
bunks into the icy water, and it is feared 
one of his daughters has been drowned.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Nov. 29:—Supt. 
McKee reiterates his former statements 
that he knows hothing about the killing of 
Conductor Brown. He says that the charge 
against him is the result of a conspiracy to 
injure him. He has received hundreds of 
letters from railroad officials all over the 
country sympathizing with him in his em- 
barrassing position. He goes to Ft. Smith 
to-night, where his examining trial takes 
place to-morrow: morning. He is confident 
of being exonerated. f 

Walter D. Walsh, traveling salesman for 
the Day Rubber Co., located at 415 North 
Fourth street, St. Louis, made the fellow- 
ing statement to Supt. McKee: Mr. Walsh

Coolness and Ingenuity Displayed by a 
Southern Pacific Fireman. 


HOW RADLI¥F FRUSTRATED THE 
PLANS OF TRAIN ROBBERS. 


Seuthera Pacific East-Bound New Or- 
leans Rxpress Held Up by Two 
MaskeG Men Near Ilka, Tex.—The 
Vireman Ordered Back to Usncouple 
the Beggage and Express Cars~He 
Cut the Air-Brake Hose—Robbers 
Zalked. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Nov. 29.—The 
Southern Pacific eastbound New Orleans ex- 
press train was held up by two masked rob- 
bers thirty-four miles east of here at 12 
o’clock last night. When the train had 
reached a point a half a mile east of Ilka 
two men, heavily armed, crawled over the 
engine tender and, leveling their guns on 
the engineer and firéman, commanded them 
to stop the train. When the train came to 
a stop the engineer-and fireman were com- 
pelled to leave the engine, and the fireman 
was ordered to go back and uncouple the 
baggage and express cars from the rest of 
the train. The robbers pone firing off their 
pistols and kept up a fusillade during all of 
the time they were oh the ground. The 
fireman went in between the express car 
and the first passenger coach, but instead 
of uncoupling the cars, as had been com- 
manded, he cut the air hose, which immedi- 
ately set tightly every brake on the train. 
He then clim into the passenger coach. 
Thinking the train uncoupled, the rob- 
bers ordered Engineer Pickren to get on one 
of the rear coaches, and they mounted the 
engine with the evident intention of pro- 
ceeding down the road, where their con- 
federates are supposed to have been in 
waiting. But the coolness and ingenuity 
of Fireman frustrated their plans.

OLD TEACHERS. 


— 


Legislature to Be Petitioned to Put 
Them on Pensions, 


The teachers in the public schools, sec- 
onded by the Board of Education, are go- 
ing to make a strong effort to induce the 
State Legislature to grant pensions to 
old teachers. The matter was brought to 

ublic attention by the mention made of 

t by President Brockman, who is an en- 
thusiast on the subject, in his address 
made before the Teachers’ Mutual Aid 
Association at the entertainment given in 
the Exposition Music Hall Monday night. 

Should the State Legislature pass the 
bill, which will most probably be presented 
to them at their next session, it will be 
the first State in the Union to adopt such 
a mode of procedure and will set an exam- 
ple to the other States. 

“To ension teachers in the public 
schools,” said Mr. Brockman, would be 
for this svunt*y to follow the worthy ex- 
ample of the majority of European coun- 
tries. The public school teacher is a State 
official and necessarily a most important 
one. He is just as much a State o 
& policeman or fireman, an 
anything a: more important 
5 to the welfare of the 
policemen and the firemen receive pensions, 
sa not the teacher.“ 

e teachers are N the average 
salary being less than . They are un- 
able to save much out of this amount. 
Suppose “a teacher is paid $3 a day, he 
only works 20 in the year and therefore 
receives but e must have excep- 
tional qualifications to hold his position, 
qualifications which in almost any other 
business or profession would entitle him to 
much higher remuneration. I have no 
hesitation in saying that a school teacher 
is more poorly paid than any other class.”’ 

“The granting of pensions to teachers is 
not a new idea. It was strongly recom- 
mended by the National Educational In- 
stitute some years ago, but so = 1 be- 
lieve no State has taken action in the mat - 
ter. Still such a course would much im- 
prove the service, since young and energetic 
tutors are 7 much more valuable 
than those grown old and gray and per- 
haps feeble in the service. 

My idea is to pension on a basis ‘of 

od, of service. Exact a term of ‘say 
thirty years’ service and then retire the 
teacher on a portion of his salary. The 
total amount required for such a purpose 
would not be large, because comparatively 
few teachers stay in the service for so 
large a time. They seek other fields or 
make changes in the large 
cases. Those who do stay have constantly 
before them the possibility of facing want 
in their old days. 

“I think that the teachers, boards of ed 
ucation and associations should take some 
united action in the matter and should 
introduce such a bill before the next Leg- 
islature. Placed in the proper light I 
have no doubt such a bill would pass. It 
would receive my most.earnest support.“
